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Catholics, who send their boys and girls to non-Catholic 
colleges for whatever reason, should find food for thought in 
the fact that there are 10,000 non-Catholic students in Cath- 
olic colleges and universities, constituting practically 20° 
of the total attendance. This enrollment is not solicited. In 
fact, many Catholic colleges are crowded to capacity, and, 
by receiving non-Catholics, are almost forced to exclude 
many Catholic boys and girls. 

But when one considers that these 10,000 students are 
not only not encouraged to patronize Catholic institutions, 
but are rather dissuaded from attending by friends and rel- 
atives, a real compliment is paid to our colleges and their 
teachers. Evidently the non-Catholic parents, who send 
their grown-up youths to Catholic institutions must do so in 
order to have them under the wholesome influence of Catholic 
discipline and to save them from professors who have little 
sympathy for the Christian faith. What are we to think of 
Catholics, who, after having started their children right by 
sending them to a Catholic school permit them to attend 
state schools, where their Faith will likely be weakened and 
their conception of morality shattered? 

A Mr. O. D. Foster, of the American Association on Re- 
ligion, has compiled a religious census in State Universities. 
Colleges and Norma! Schools in the United States. While 
the report is not complete, it shows that there are 548 Bap- 
tist professors, 378 Congregational, 1152 Methodist Episcopal, 
1098 Presbyterian, 571 Protestant Episcopal and 176 Catho- 
lic. On the other hand, in the Colleges and Universities, 
which reported, the number of Catholic stadents was 11.650. 

In-the State Norma! schools, which reported, there were 
only 70 Catholic professors, while there were 3,511 students 
out of a total of 58,000.

either as a result of a series of evolutions, or suddenly. 

The Catholic Church is quite passive towards theistic evolu- 
tion. and does not object to the same being taught as a theory in 
schools. if, along with it, be taught the age-long and almost uni- 
versally accepted teaching of Genesis, which implies direct crea- 
tion both of the human body and of the human soul. If, some 
day. the direct creation of Adam’s body should be clearly dis- 
proved, it would not be in opposition to any official teaching of the 
Catholic Church.
